But what a different affair is the cross- 
ing of the Isthmus now. The crowded 
boat reaches Aspinwall at daylight, and lo, 
the eager passengers behold there on the 


threshold of the wilderness, a young city

wharves and a Train of showy cars, headed 


by the steaming, screaming locomotive. In 
two hours or so, the huge steamer has dis- 


gorged its load of living and lifeless freight 
into the cars, and off they dart, into the

all the passengers and freight, that are like- 


ly to ask a passage, for some time to come. 
But now that it is completed, and in use, 
we hardly realize how great a change it 
makes in the ease und safety of crossing 
the Isthmus. When I first came here, I 


landed at Chagres, and after laying in there, 
a good stock of provisions and Isthmus 


garments, started up the river in a boat 
carrying Adams & Co.’s Express, the lar- 
gest lot they had ever carried at one time, 
viz: about eighty packages,—since then, 
they have transmitted several hundreds of 
packages at one time. Our first day’s jour- 
ney, was eight or ten miles, and at night 
we sleptin the boat, moored to the bank 
of the river, and supplied plentifully with 
sand flies and mosquitoes, The next day, 
we travelled some thirty miles, and again 
slept on the boxes, in the boat, The next 
day we reached Gorgona, and the next 
night, Islept on the bare ground, in the 
woods, and the nent day reached Panama, 
having spent three days and nights in the 
crossing. But this was in the dry season, 
when crossing was much easier and more 
rapid than in the rainy season. Then it 
was not unusual to be five or six days in 
crossing, and many a traveller, before near- 
ly accomplishing it, slept the sleep of death, 
and left his bones in that rough and deso- 
late wilderness. 

Some died, because of the hardship and 
fatigue of the journey, but ten times more, 
from their own reckless dissipation and ex- 
posure,” But those were times that tried 
men's courage and endurance, and very few, 
besides men, dared attempt this journey at 
all. For there was mud without measure, 
rivers without banks or bottom sometimes, 
sli mals without number or order, pavements 


bf huge, slippery cobble, half—floating in 


liquid clay, sharp vines and thornbushes 
withont pity or end, and rain, rain, Rats, 
such as few of them ever saw or thought of 
And there was bad 
liquor every where, a danger, exceeding all 
the rest. Many a mule had to be lifted 
with levers, from beds of tenacious mad, 


and many a boot was left in its deep hiding 


placevof mud apd water. “Many, also, were 
the bugbear tales and fears of murderous 
natives, hid behind rocks and thickets, 
though these seldom appeared, except to 
those who were too drunk to know well 
what they saw, or remember correctly, what 
they-thought they saw. And when friends 
and acquaintances came together for the 
first time, after finishing this trip, what re- 
joicings and congratulations were there—as 


it the great labor and peril of a lifetime 


were safely passed. And then there were 
days or weeks of weary waiting for the 


time of embarking, and many died in this 
- ancient looking and inhospitable city. And 


how many there gre, who still regard that 
crossing as one of the most serious under- 
takings ef their liſo, —and who, sheltering 
their bald heads and trembling limbs in 


hospitable chimney corners, will yet aston- 


ish gaping grand-children, with the tale of 
their almost fabulous labors and perils, in 
crossing that once terrible Isthmus of Pan- 
ama, 

But those days of adventure and suffer- 
ing are gone, and almost forgotten now.— 


That interminable row of skinny, bony. 


mules, are gone to quiet pastures, I suppose, 
for we see them no more, except a few that 
have been promoted to the rank of saddle- 
horses for beggars, and a few more, that 


spend their time in nothing else bat browsing 


from bush to-bush, and which, with their 
leisurely gait, and sleek distended shins, 
mottled thiekly with white spots, the marks, 
of former galls and bruises, are fine speci- 
tens of wealthy guntlemen, retired from 


business. The Gorgona and Craces roads, 
or mule paths are unused now, and. will 


be faithfully transmitted to us.

Preservation of the Bible.

The Lord has miraculously watched over 
his Word. Facts have shown it. 


In constituting for its depositories, first- 


the Jewish, then the Christian church, bis 
providence must have exercised its vigilance, 
that by this means the Oracle of God should 
It has 
done so; and to secure this result it has em- 
ployed diverse causes, of which we shall 
hereafter have occasion to speak. 

As to the Old Testament, the indefatiga- 
ble investigations and the spur folios of 
Father Houbigant, the thirty years’ labor 
of John Henry Michaelis, above all, the 
great critical Bible, and the ten years’ study 
of the famous Kennicott—upon his five 
hundred and eighty-one Hebrew manu- 
scripts—and, finally, the collection of the 
six hundred and eighty manuscripts of Pro- 
fessor Rossi; us to the New Testament, the 


not less gigantic investigations of Mill, Ben- 


gel, Wetstein and Griesbach—into the 
three hundred and thirty-tive manuscripts 
of the Gospels alone——the later researches 


of Nolan, Matthei, Lawrence, and Hug; 
above all, those of Scholaza—with his six 


hundred and seventy-four manuscripts of 
the 1 1 his two hundred of the Acts, 
his two hundred and fifty-six of Paul’s Epis- 


tles, his ninety-three of the Apocalypse, 


without counting his fifty-three Lectionaria 


-—ull these prodigious labors have establish- 


ed, in a manner so convincing, the aston- 
ishing preservation of this text, although 
copied so many thousand times—-in Lle- 
brew, during thirty-three centuries; and in 
Greek during eighteen centuries—that the 
hopes of the enemies of religion from this 
quarter have been overthrown; and that, 
as Michaelis remarks, “they have thence- 
forward ceased to hope anything from these 
critical researches, at first earnestly recom- 
mended by them, because from them they 
expected discoveries which no one has 
made.“ 

But these very ſuilures, and this absence 
of discoveries, have been, for the church 


_of God, a precious discovery. She looked

for it; but she rejoices to owe it to the ve- 
ry labors of her enemies, and to the labors 
which they designed for the overthrow 
of her faith. “In truth,” says a learned 
man of our day, “if we except these bril- 
liant negative conclusions to which they 
have come, the direct result obtained by so 
many lives of men cousumed in these im- 
mense researches appears to be a nullity; 


und we might say, that time, talent, and 


science have been foolishly spent in arriv- 
ing there.” But, we repeat, this result is 
immense by its nothiuguess, and almighty 
in its impotence, when we reflect that the 
Bible has been copied during three thous- 
and years, as no book of human composi- 
tion has ever been, and will never be; that 
it has undergone all the catastrophes and all 
the captivities of Israel; that it has been 
transported for seventy-five years into 


Bybylon; that it has seen itself so often 


rsecuted, or forgotton, or interdicted, or 
burned, from the days of the Philistines to 
those of the Selueidw; when we recollect 
that since. the days of our Saviour, it has 
had to traverse the first three centuries of 
imperial persecutions, when they threw to 
the wild beasts the men that were-convic- 


‘ted of psssessing the sacred books; that 


the seventh, eighth, and ninth centuries, 
when false books, false legends, and false 
decretals were everywhere multiplied; the 
tenth century, when so few men could read, 


even among the princes; the twelfth, thir- | 


teenth, and fourteenth centaries, when the 
use of the Scriptures in the language of the 
people was punished with death; when they 
mutilated the books of the old fathers; 
when they retreuched and falsified so many 
ancient traditions, and the very acts of em- 


perors and those of councils; then we un- 


derstand how necessary it bas been that 
the providence of God should always have 
held its powerful hand outstretched, to hin- 
der, on the one side, the Jewish church 
from impairing the integrity of that word 
which recounts their revolts, which predicts 
their ruin, which describes Jesus Christ; 
and on the other, to secure the transmission 
to us, in all their parity, by the Christian 
cherches—the most powerful sects of which, 
and especially the Roman, have prohibited 
to the people the reading of the Scriptures, 


and have in so many ways substituted the | 


traditions of the middle ages for the Word 
of God—of those Scriptares which con- 
demn all their traditions, their images, their 


ibacy; which say of Rome, that she shall 
be the seat of a frightful apostacy, where 
shall be seen “the man of sin sitting as 
God in the temple of God, making war on 
the saints, forbidding to marry, and cow- 
manding to abstain from meats which God 
has made;“ which say of images, thou 
shalt not worship them;“ of unknown 
tongues, ‘‘thou shalt not use them;“ of the 
cup, “drink ye all of it;” of the Virgin, 
“woman, what have I to do with thee?” 


and of marriage, “it is honorable in all.” 


Now, although all the libraries contain- 
ing ancient copies of the sacred books have 
been called to testify; although the eluei— 
dations given by the fathers of all ages 
have been studied; although the Arabic, 
Syriac, Latin, Armenian, and Ethiopic 
versions have been collated; although all 
the manuscripts of all countries and ages, 
from the third to the sixteenth century, 
have been collected and examined a thous- 
and times, by innumerable critics, who 
sought with ardor, and as the recompense 
and glory of their fatiguing vigils, some

such as the insertion or omission of an ar- 
ticle or a conjunction, the position of an 
adjective before or after a substantive, the 
greater or less exactness of a grammatical 
construction.

Although, in general, no epitaph or pane- 
gyric uses to notice how long a man has 
cutlived himself, yet is this one of the most 
remarkable and not infrequent phenomena 
in the history of human lives. The earlier 
the play of the faculties and passions he- 
gins, the more impetuously it is continued, 
and assailed in various ways by external 
accident, the oftener shall one discover 
cases Of that early exhaustion of the soul, 
—of the warrior laid prostrate without 
death or wound,—of a manly, and, often 
even, of a youthful extreme age. A man 
may go about for along while, with a living 
body, like the image of his own funeral 
monument; his spirit gone from him,—a 
shadow and a memory of his farmer name. 
Many causes may contribute to his early 
death; qualities of mind and heart, too 
great activity and too sluggish patience, 
relaxation as well as over-tension, too rap- 
id prosperity and tog protracted adversity, 
or it is a general truth, that health, cheer- 
fulness, pleasure, and virtue, are ever the 
medium between two extreins. Either on 
the precipitous or the shallow shore of the 
stream, the vessel may be wrecked. In 
the middle, it is easy and pleasant sailing: 
Many a one has grown old because he 
wanted the true interior source of activity. 
Ile was a brook that contracts its waters” 
into itself and soon dries up and shows its 
melancholy bed. This one endeavored to 
make seeming supply the place of being. 
The darkness passed away, and the glow- 
worms in the hair glittered as sparkling dia- 
monds no longer. That one would accom- 
plish by toil and memory, what intelligence 
and genius alone ean perform, The over- 
loaded memory gave way, excessive labor 
tired, and the want of the essential was at 
last painfully apparent. Another, while a 
youth, overstrained his nobler powers ; he 
piled up mountains of imagination to the 
skies, and soon, without the lightning of 
Jupiter, found under them his grave. Still 
another, whose learning and effort had tio 
object but his own ease, abandoned learn- 
ing and eflort as soon as he had obtained 
that ease, and buried himself in a blessed 
decay. IIere, one, without desert, has had 
his brain turned by an unexpected pros- 
perity, a too rapidly acquired fame, an un- 
looked for suecess in action, He has no 
longer any thougit beyond this suecess. 
His seductive goddess, Fortune, has crown- 
ed him at once with laurel, with poplar, 
and with poppy. He falls asleep or bab- 
bles nonsense in her enervating lap. There, 
one of great merit has suffered too long 
with undeserved misfortune, until his shoul- 
ders are bowed, his breast contracted, his 
arm paralysed, and he can no longer stand 
erect and recruit himself. A thunderbolt 
from heaven has stricken the oak even to 
its root and deprived it of the power of 
life. 
pacity—there was wanting a capucious 
breast to despise envy and to wait for bet- 
ter times. He suffered himself to be drawn 
into conflict with it, and the flying eagle 
was unworthily vanquished by the viper 
that held him in her folds. That one,—a 
man of honest industry,—was wanting in 
intelligence. His more cunning euemies 
soon made him powerless and wretched, 
And thus it befell tea other characters, in 
other situations. Hard by the théatre of 
civil life, there is generally a hospital, and 
in that the greater part of the actors grad- 
ually lose themselves. | 

Two things especially contribute to this 
result, and they, too, are extremes. In 
the first place, the arbitrariness of the rul- 
ing great; and, secondly, a too refined 
delieacy and carefulness. As to the form- 
er, it is a well-known and favorite saying, 
that nothing is so troublesome as gratitude, 
nothing so iusupportable as continued re- 
spect and the daily spectacle of acknowl- 
edged merit. Accordingly, new favor pur- 
chases for itself new gratitude; and crea- 
tures whom the great purposely attract to 
themselves,—in whom they even pretend to 
find gifts and merits which the gods never 
gave them,—bave, for them, a peculiar 
charm, as their own creation. The sap is 
withdrawn from the old trees that the 
young world may bloom and thrive. Who- 
so, in such cases, is not ter than he on 
whom he depends, dies inwardly with self- 
consuming vexation. The majestic voice 
of Philip the second, Yo el Rey” has slain 
many a one of this description. Opposed 
to this murder of human merits and powers, 
there is another, which may be termed the

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most refined species of self: murder. It is 
the more to be lamented because it oceurs 
only in the ease of the most eleet of men; 
suddenly or gradually breaking in pieces 
their costly mechanism. Men of extreme 
delicacy of feeling have a ‘Highest’ after 
which they strive,—an idea to which they 
attach themselves with unspeakable long- 
ing,—an ideal perfection which they pur- 
sue with irresistible impulse. When depri- 
ved of this idea, when this fair image is de- 
stroyed before their eyes, the heart of 
their flower is broken, and feeble, withered 
leaves alone remain. Perhaps, more of 
the dead of this description go about in so- 
ciety, than one might at first suppose, be- 
cause they, of all men, most carefully con- 
ceal their grief, and hide even from their 
friend the slow poison of their death—that 
sad secret of the heart. Shakspeare, who 
depicted all conditions of the soul, has de- 
lineated, also, this epoch of the sinking or 
confusion of the faculties, in various situa- 
tious and characters, With great truth aud 
exactness. One,—perhaps the crown of 
lamentations over such a state—may serve 
as an example of all.

Not only individual persons outlive 
themselves, but much oftener anc longer, 
those politico-moral persons, so called,— 
institutions, forms of polity, classes, corpo— 
rations.

had long ago outlived itself! Look at the 
Romish Muss!

As, in Religion, 
the priestly order, o in other institutions 
the orders connected with them follow each 
its living or its dend. Consider so many 
institutions, and orders of the middle ages! 
Where they could not follow the Genius of 
opinion and renew their youth with him, 
they either remained stationary on the 
shore or else the stream bere them lifeless 
on, until they found somewhere their place 
of rest. Even in Cervantes’ days the Duke 
of Bejar would not allow that Don Quix- 
ote should be dedicated to him, so long as 
he supposed it to be a serious book of 
knight-errantry; because the taste for such 
things had already begun to be ridiculous, 
He accepted the Dedication gladly when, 
as the book was read to bim, he discovered 
its true character. Time has enacted noy- 
els of this kind with several institutions.

Ireland and the Irish. 


At what precise date, and by whom, the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ was first introduced 
into Ireland, are questions involved in great 
obscurity. They are questions upon which 
much research and learning have been ex- 
pended; and as to which various and vary- 
ing theories have been adopted. But the 
more they are investigated, the more plain- 
ly it appears that Popery was not the type 
of its early Christianity,—that St. Patrick 
was not the first introducer of the Gospel 
there,—that, not Popery, but Christianity, 
was the religion of its early believers; and 
thateven the good Saint Patrick himself, 


if not an imaginary character, was nearly 
as good a Protestant as was Peter or Paul, | 

It is well known to all readers of Church 
History, thut the leaven of corruption 
which commenced fermenting even during 
the ministry of the first apostles, very rap- 
idly extended through the entire church, | 
after their decease, ‘There was no superior 
authority then to check it, and the little 
leaven to which Paul alludes, soon leaven- 
ed the whole lump. Ilence, we must bring 
the doctrines and the policy of the earliest 
missionaries of Christianity, so far as they 
are known, to the written word, as a test, 
and for correction; We must admit nothing 
as apostolically binding, which is not taught 
in the Bible. The Bible——the Bible alone, 
is the religion of Protestants.” So that 
whatever may have been the doctrines 
or the polity of the first preachers of 
the Gospel in Ireland, they are binding up- 
on the people only so far as they are sns- 
tained by the clear teaching of the Serip- 
tures, Writers on the early Christianizing 
of Ireland, have forgotten this position in 
their eagerness to sustain their various and 
conflicting theories. 

There are those who assert that the 
Apostles carried the Gospel to Britain, and 
Whilst St. Patrick's mis- 
sion commenced there in 432, or therea- 
houts, there is abundant evidence to prove 
that there were eminent ministers, and ma- 
ny Christians there previous to that date.

Many very. holy men 
fled there, about 303, to escape the Diocle- 
tian persecution; and Pelagius, the arch- 
heretic, and Celestius, his bold and intrepid 
‘follower, are both claimed as Irishmen, and 
as having been educated in mouastic insti- 
tutions there, before the days of its great 
patron Saint. And for the first Christians 
of the island a perfect exemption is claim- 
ed from all popish dogmas and authority. 
“The free and commanded use of the Scrip- 
tures,” says Dr. Reid,. “the ineuleation of 
the doctrines of grace, and of the efficacy of 
the sacrifice and intercession of Christ, with- 
out any allusion to the mass, purgatory, 
transubstantiation, human merit, or prayers 
for the dead,—the diversity in the forms of 
celebrating divine worship,—the rejection 
of papal supremacy,—the marriage of the 
clergy,—the scriptural character of the ear- 
ly bishops, each having the charge of only 
one parish, and laboring in word and doc- 
trine,—the presbyterial order of the Cul- 
dees, and their singular piety and zeal,— 
all those important points of doctrine and 
discipline which were maintained and prac- 


ticed in the ancient Irish chureh, clearly | 


indicate its opposition to the | system.” 
So that Christianity existed for ages in 
Ireland, and had made considerable pro- 
gress among the Milesians, before Popery 
had made its first footprint on the soil.—

and Palladius, sent over as bishop or arch- 
bishop, to place Ireland as a star in the pa- 
pal heavens, “to revolve round the centre 
of Catholic unity,” as “Nicholas of West- 
minster” would express it, was compelled 
to fly for his impertinent interferance with 
the simple rites of the existing churches, 
and with the. inherent rights of all believ-

the future missionaries of Rome been treat- 
ed as was. Palladius! 

The successor of Palladius was the world- 
famed Patrick, as to whom the compilers 
of monkish legends have multiplied. fables 
Without measure or end. Indeed so utter- 
ly beyond the most overgrown credulity are 
the stories and fables in reference to him, 
that many have denied the existence of such 
a man at all. If St. Bridget is the Vesta

crunch? And the suggestion has great 
plausibility, when we remember that it was 
customary with the monks to exercise their 
scholars in writing the lives of imaginary 
saints; asserting that it was a pious and 
very improving way of exercising the im- 
avination! !

The School System of Prussia. 


A recent and highly intelligent Ameri- 
can traveller in Prussia, writing from Ber- 


lin last January, entirely explodes Professor. 


Stowe’s and Horace Mann’s admiration of 
the common school system of that much 
lauded country. He declares that all pub- 
lic education in that tyrant-cursed country 
is but a subtle instrument of despotism— 
the object of which isto pay honor and 
crouch like beasts of burden to the king, 


and to those of the nobility, who depend 


upon and cluster about the king—all those 


for whose use, speaking after their manner, 


God has created the bones and sinews of. 
the people. This correspondent states the. 
following facts in relation to the free schools 
of Berlin: 

“My neighbor has a little girl of eight 
years ; she will not send this child to the 
‘poor’ school—that would not be respecta- 
ble—so she pays $10 (of our money) a 
year that she may attend a public city 
school of ahigher grace. Could she afford 
to pay a little more, then the child might 
attend a different public school, and be 
taught more. So you see the famous pub- 
lie schools of Prussia, so superior to all 
others, are free to all such as ean pay in 
addition to their taxes, and that different 


schools have their different prices—so that 


the shoemaker’s daughter can be excluded 
from that publie school where a ‘von’ sends 
his. But certainly, Prussia compels every 
parent to send his children to school. Yes, 
if the woodsawyer in our cellar—to whom 
the American in our streets gave the means 
to bury his dead wife with deceney—keeps 
his children from school to help him earn 
the means of buying his loaf of black bread 
and pound of hog’s fat for butter, which 
was their only subsistence for weeks at a 


time, the constable comes and carries them 


off. The death of that poor woman, by 
the way, was four years ago this winter. 
One daughter was then fifteen, another 
twelve; both are now ruined ; the oldest 
I saw recently in the hospital, a. wreck. It 
was a question of starvation for them and 
their old father ! But no constable troub- 
les the rich man’s child.“

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Have Fervent Charity. 


The charity which is v required by — 
is not that cold, reluctant charity which admits 
virtae where it is forced to acknowledge it, and 
accepts excuses when it mast. It isa ready 
seal. “Fervent,” is burning—giowing. It hopeth 
all things; it believeth all things. It leans even 
to the eredulous that it may be Jenient. It looks 
on the best side of human motives, it searches 
earnestly to find good where men readily impute 
evil in conduct and design. Envy and hate are 
fervent. They seek occasion for indulgence. 
They are eager to find weak points and falseness. 
They go sbout seeking evil. Fervent charity 
will go about and trouble itself to obtain materi- 
als for a kindly judgment. It will rejoice when 
it has found them, as the wandering florist re- 
joices in the blossom that his eye has sought ear- 
nestly. Like the humming bird, charity sips 
sweetness from the flowers of all fields. It seeks 
the flowers and not the carrion’s food. It finds 
its world of sweets and joys, and throws back 
beauty in the glitter of its wings and pours 
back joys in the sweetness and fulness of its song. 
Above ali things have fervent charity. Justice 
is good—the admisssion of virtue where it is 
proved ; but charity is better—for charity goes 
out to gather the proof, and rejoices when the 
evidence is brought home. Above reluctant ad- 
mission, above justice, above all things—have 
fervent, eager burning charity. 

The habit of hard judgment subjects a man to 


the same judgment For with what measure ye | 


mete, it shall be measured to you again.” This 
is the rule of man's judgment as well as of him 
who is the Judge. He that showeth mercy shall 
obtain Mercy. 

Charity then should be cultivated; for it is 
susceptible of cultivation. A man may change 
the whole tenor of his observations upon his fel- 
low-men, and thus the chief current of his feel- 
ings. The cold eye of suspicion may grow warm 
with kinlidness. ‘The universal habit of charity 
would make the social world, in some measure, 
like the family where confidence dwells. Charity 
would ‘remove suspicion, invite to unreserved 


communication of thought and feeling. A well- 
spring, like an artesian fountain, should flow up 


through the crust of many a bosom now silent 
and barren as the unpierced earth. An unchar- 
itable world is ‘barren of the best human exhibi- 
tions. 


Among yourselves, have fervent charity. This 


was addressed to christians. If censoriousness, 


or tardy and reluctant charity is unseemly and 
cold among men in general how much more un- 
seemly among those who are brethren. “All ye 
Nothing else like the cultivation 
of this spirit and grace will make the church 
beautiful and strong as beautiful. No more 
bickerings of sects, no haste of suspicion, no 
readiness: to criminate, but only a Christ-like 
charity ; a fervent affection that shall burn up 
every meaner passion and purify the church. 
Thus shall it possess the nature of the new heav- 
en and the new earth.

Examination of Public Schools. 


The Report of the Semi-Annual Examination 
of the Public Schools of San Francisco, in a neat 
pamphlet form, was laid on our table last week. 
The Committee consisting of Messrs. Sherman 
and Moore, of the Board of Education, and Mr. 
O'Grady, City Superintendent, were engaged two 
weeks in the examination—one week in the Pri- 
mary and one in the Grammar Departments. 
Wm. Sherman, Esq., Chairman of the Commit- 
tee was formerly a teacher and thoroughly un- 
derstands the Public School system. Much cred- 
it is due to him for his efficient action in the ex- 


_ -aminations. The report is well prepared and

Commencing with Primary Schools, the Com- 
mittee found much to commend, and also much

room for improvement, It is asad mistake to 


think that every scholar.is fit to be a teacher. 
In the classes of some teachers the scholars 
were thoughtful, systematic and orderly; in 


those of others, listless, inattentive and careless. 


The committee found little cause of complaint in 
the Discipline of the Schools. “Corporal panish- 
ment, although permitted by the regulations, is 


very seldom resorted to. The teachers generally 


deem to wish to avoid the infliction of physical 
-shastisement, as exceedingly debasing 
in its infleence. Yet we regret to say that in 


two of the schools certain of the assistant teach- 


ers have 80 far lost their influence over their pu- 
pils, as to be.compelied to inflict corporal pun- 
ishment „ in order to regain their lost 
order and authority. We trust that such teach- 
ers will forbear im feture; that they will stady 
themecives, and ascertain wherein they are want- 


ing in those qualities which command respect, 


der and obedience.” — 
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allowed, we know no reason why Assistants 
should not have the right to inflict it as well as 
Principals. 

Some teachers are so happily constituted that 
they can govern a school well without resorting 
to physical punishment; but those teachers are 
comparatively few. In nine schools out of ten 
where teachers attempt to govern by “love” the 
discipline ends in disorder. We do not think 
teachers generally regard corporal punishment as 
“something exceedingly debasing in its influence.” 
They may regret the necessity which compels 
them to resort to it, for it would be far pleasant- 
er if there were no punishments of any kind; but 
they use it as enlightened discipline dictates, to 
subdae stubborn willfulness, and enforce obedi- 
ence. We have little faith in the mifk-and-water 
theory which takes it for granted that children 
are cherubs, and human nature perfection ; and 
then draws out fine spun systems of moral sua- 
sion. 

STUDIES. 
The Committee were not very well satisfied 
with the spelling. “Some of the classes did not 
pronounce their syllables’in order as they spelled 
them.” We believe the method of making 
scholars pronounce every syllable “as they go 
along,” is looked upon as antiquated in many 
Eastern schools. It is well enough for small 
scholars, but for advanced classes, it sounds very 
much like the urchin’s “puzzler” of Con-stan-ti- 
no-ple, the spelling of which with the pronoun- 
cing and re-pronouncing would fill half a page of 
foolscap. ‘The pronouncing of every syllable is 
analogous to dividing words into syllables in wri- 
ting—inconversant, and confusing instead of aid- 
ing. Spelling from reading-lessons and by wri- 
ting on the slate and blackboard is recommended. 
READING. 

“The ready by most of the upper classes was 
quite creditable. ~ Not only a correct, but even a 
nice appreciation of the subject matter of the 
selections read, was evident on the part of the 
majority of the pupils. In some schools this was 
particularly so; in all it was easy to peceive in 
the pupils the peculiar taste and training of the 
teacher. In some classes the articulation was 


much better than that given in others,—owing, 


of course, to more thorough training in the enun- 
ciation of the more difficult consonant combina- 
tions. Those most correct in this particular, 
were generally so in all the other essentials to 
good reading :—in roundness and fullness of tone, 
in pitch, quantity, stress, inflection and modula- 
tion. ‘These classes also manifested in the atti- 
tudes assumed, and manner of holding the book, 
that nothing had been overlooked or neglected in 
rendering this exercise precise, forcible, and nat- 
ural.” 
ARITHMETIC. 

In mental arithmetic, some of the classes fell 
short of expectation, while others appeared to be 
on the line course. Some few classes gave evi- 
dence of excellent training. In written arithme- 
tic, the classes were at home. “Fundamental 
principles were satisfactorily discussed ; opera- 
tions performed, clearly and correctly; cancella- 
tions, and other contractions and abridged pro- 
cesses, given with pleasing readiness and skill; 
and difficult questions, usually written, were 
performed mentally with promptness and exact- 
ness. Geography is \pursued with good success 
where teachers are partial to the study. Map 
drawing is pursued in most of the schools.”— 
Geography, we think, as a general thing is the 
poorest taught of any study in the schools. The 
text books are poor; they are dry details of par- 
ticulars. The Elementary Geographies are bar- 
barous ; In the seventh lesson the little girl or 
boy seven years old is treated to little dashes of 
Politcal Economy, Stages of Society, and Reli- 
gions, or set to puzzling over a net work of maps 
to find Moose river and the great village of Unity, 
in Maine. We only wish the authors had to 
study their own books. It would be punishment 
enough. Year after year the child learns his 
lesson “of particulars” and leaves school with 
only the memory of the last one in his mind.— 
Primary geographies, like primary philosophies 
and are absurdities. 

GRAMMER. 

“The method of teaching is confidently recom- 
mended. We are pleased to state, that, while 
some of the younger classes did not fully meet 
our expectations,—even taking their age, etc., 
into account, the older and upper classes acquit- 
ted themselves with honor. Their exaumiſation 
in this subject was superior to that of any other 
branch in which they were examined. In analy- 
sis and parsing they seemed perfectly conversant 
with the subject; resolving sentences into their 
principal parts, and to their ultimate parts; 
showing the qualities and powers, the relations 
and connections of those parts to and with each 
other, and the whole—and disposing of idiomatic 
and peculiar forms of language in a rational and 
satisfactory manner.” 

Drawing has received much attention and some 
of the pupils have attained to very respectable 
proficiency. Physiology is studied by some 
classes and seems to be regarded with favor. 

Me are pleased to see that the Committee re- 
commend the instituting of a weekly Normal 
school, to be attended by all the teachers. The 
organizing of such a school would be a great 
step toward the efficiency of the schools. Few 
professions give so many leisure hours as that of 
teaching ; but in none is there so great danger 
of remaining stationary. In school the teacher's 
dictum is never questioned, he deals with yeung 
minds ; and is apt to over estimate himself. No one 
teacher knows so much that he can learn nothing 
from another. Teaching requires change, novel- 
ty: one method, however good, will become old 
and hackneyed, and must be merged into anoth- 
er. Hence the necessity of an interchange of 
thought, and system and manner of teaching. — 
If teaching is to be a profession, those who fol- 
low it should adopt a high standard. The rec- 
commendation for organizing a Normal school is 
a wise one and we hope it will be acted upon.— 
The influence of examinations is salutary on both 
teachers and pupils. 

We believe it is the first report of a regular 
and thorough examination ever published in this 


city. It is highly creditable both to the Com- 


mitte and the schools. é

We have just enjoyed the pleasure of a visit 
to the valley and city of San Jose, once familiar 
ground to us. The thought most pressing upon 
the mind in passing through the valley, is of the 
insufficiency of our population. This reflection 
is caused everywhere in the State. Men are wan- 
ted. Men to fence in fields already for the plow; 
to turn up the rich soil and bring out its wealth. 
Men to fill the country so inviting and promising. 
Women are wanted, to make pleasant homes, 
where roses will bloom, and the vine will bend 
under its luscious load, and the fig tree and or- 
ange wave in the balmiest air of this western 
world. Children ure wanted to play around and 
within school-houses that ought to be by the 
way-side. We want immigration of working 
men: not of clerks, unless they are willing to 
exchange the counter for the coulter and the har- 


and its quiet, but-of those appreciative of natu- 


the plains are full of gardens and of homes.— 
There is a lull in the incoming of the people. It 
is perhaps as well for us; it will cheapen land. 
Speculators will not find their large ranches im- 
mediate fortunes. For many years these will be 
taxed before they are tilled. Farms will be sold 
on reasonable terms. <All who come for a long 
time to this shore will obtain farms, if they de- 
sire them, at low rates. ‘I'he fevered city will be 
depleted. Every means will be resorted to of 
detaining our capital in the country instead of 
sending it away. Manufactures will be started, 
and almost every branch of industry become rep- 
resented. Ina few years, as certainly as this 
State remains American soil and American air, 
it will have a sufficient population for all that 
we can desire. We have not a shadow of solic- 
itude about that. Every progress henceforth 
shall be more healthy than the past, and the chur- 
acter of our immigration, the best that ever mov- 
ed westward on the continent. 

Five years ago next month we first entered 
this valley. Six-mule teams wheeled the stage 
down then at racing speed. Now the competi- 
tion isa triangular one between two boats, and 
astage. We preferred the latter and found the 
coach of the California company, everything 
comfortable and punctual ; a careful, gentlemanly 
driver on the box. Most California drivers are 
such: responsible men. 

San Jose has been steadily improving for the 
last two yearsor more. ‘The Artesian wells 
which have been so successfully bored, are doing 
much to improve and beautify the suburbs of 
the town. They are becoming numerous. One 


| has been recently bored which furnishes a vol- 


ume of water, about seven inches in diameter, 
thrown to the height of four or five feet above 
the ground. These wells are driven through va- 
rious strata of soil, chiefly clay, and the rock is 
nowhere found. Thus the wind-mill pumps are 
taking in their sails ; luxuriant gardens and vine- 
yards are watered copiously. ‘The place of Major 
Hensley, an area of 25 acres, is already like a 
forest in its profusion of trees. Large varieties 
of fruit trees and vines are in the course of suc- 
cessful cultivation. Nearly opposite to this place 
are the fine grounds upon which Mr. Belden 
is preparing to build a residence. Mr. B., along 
with Majors Hensley, Redding and Snyder is well 
known as one of the earliest settlers of this coun- 
try, previous to the discovery here of gold, a 
successful business man, whose prosperity is rich- 
ly merited. The Spaniards still ride Into town 
ou their horses gayly caparisoned on Sabbath 
mornings, to attend church, and then to stir the 
dust with the scamper of their steeds. Yet the 
noise of their mirth has ceased. That plaza 
which we first saw, a maze, lined at night with 
gambling and drinking shops and outside with 
cake-stands and thronged with chatty men and 
dark women is now silent, deserted of the crowd. 

The “Sisters of Charity” have gone on enlarg- 
ing their school. ‘The grounds are surrounded 
with a high brick wall. The principal building 
urmounted with a slight 
wooden spire. They have about 175 boarding 
pupils: have averaged 100 since the school be- 
gan. Their schools are stronger at first than ours. 
They have the means of making them such, and 
they concentrate their strength. But look over 
a course of years, and what school have they 
been able to rear which can compare with some of 
the giant institutions of our land? and what 
have they, or what do they care to have, answer- 
ing to our common school system, which makes 
education almost as free as air to every Ameri- 
ean child? They have the largest boarding 
school in the State: it may be seriously question- 
ed of the Protestants who have helped to build 
it up to such, whether, aside from religious bias, 
their children have received better advantages 
for mere study, than have been furnished in sev- 
eral smaller institutions in the State. An ex- 
amination and exhibition of the classes at the 
University at Santa Clara has taken place du- 
ring the week. We learn that they have been 
highly interesting. Gov. Bigler was present and 
delivered an address. 

The progress of horticulture i in this valley is 
gratifying. We enjoyed the luxury of the range 
of astrawberry bed of two acres on the fine 
grounds of Mr. Kennedy, a portion of the famous 
Stockton ranch. This fruit, and the peach and 
grape are raised with the greatest ease and in the 
greatest abundance. In two years from the set- 
ting out of the vine or tree; a considerable crop may 
be expected. In a short time the State will 
be plentifully supplied with these luxuries. Par- 
ties from San Francisco are constantly resorting 
to San Jose. We cannot deny ourselves the 
pleasure of recommending to such the “Pavilion” 
as an excellent house for their entertainment. 
We know nothing of others, but we know that 
this is a good house with superior * ſor 
comſort and pleasure.

Help from Hindrances. 


It is an old proverb that the “darkest hour is 
just before daybreak :” whether it is as oa > 
erally. as it is figuratively, we cannot say. 
is another old proverb nearly parallel, Sora we 
prefer, upon the whole, to this one; it is this,that 
Man's necessity is God's opportunity.“ We 
should like to shake hands with the man who 
first uttered those words. 

This proverb we have always believed, and by 
it, have often been comforted and encouraged. 
Our necessitves are the only things in us, which 
we can carry to the throne of grace. Let a man 
go to the feet of Jesus and tell how rich he is; 
how influential, how excellent in moral or relig- 
ious character, how much good he does, and how 
small are his necessities, and he meets the recep- 
tion of the Pharisee; he is spurned from the 
foot-stool ; God asks not such oblations, and the 
words would be like grating discords in his ear. 
Wealth cannot buy a hearing at the court of the 
Heavenly King; influence cannot command it; 
fruitfulness cannot merit it. But Poverty always 
can have it. Necessity never knocked at the 
temple gate or knelt at the mercy seat in vain. 
The words of the Pharisce weut as far as words 
could go; but the prayer of the Publican urged 
by his necessity,—“to me a sinner"'—reached the 
ear and moved the heart, aud opened the hand of 
the majesty on high. 

This will explain many seeming paradoxes of 
the gospel. Worldly wisdom never would have 
uttered one of the beatitudes. Worldly wisdom 
never could have said with the apostle,—“when 
I am weak,then am I strong,”—“we glory in trib- 
ulation.” 

If man's necessity is God's opportunity, then 
the time of our necessity, is of all times, the 
wrong one for despondency. When we are 
“weak, then is the very opportunity for our 
strength to-uppear; and difficulties, hindrances, 
discouragements, as we call them-—are omens of 
good—like promises renewed and heralds announ- 
‘cing the coming of our Head. © 

We have been surprised of late to -see how a 
little study of the workings of God's Providence 
at the crises iu the history of the church, illus- 
trates and confirms this view,and authorizes us to 
look on difficulties encountered in the work of 
Christ, not as discouragements, but as omens of 
good. Time and space would fail us to elaborate 
these illustrations. At the flood, in the deliver- 
ance from Egypt, in the deliverance from Baby- 
lon, at the death of Christ and the day of Peite- 
cost, at the Reformation, at the departure of the 
Pilgrim settlers of New England, we may find 
notable instances. In each of these cases the 
darkest hour brought in the dawn. It was in 
the deep depression of the church that her vie- 
tory came. Help sprang from hindrances. Suc- 
cess was born of disappointment ; it was captivi- 
ty that brought her ransom, and on the soil of 
their enslavement, that her children grew to be 
the freemen of the Lord. And what has thus 
come to pass in the history of the church, and 
shall come to pass again, according to the 20th 
chapter of Revelation, in the more notable deal- 
ings of Providence with the church as a whole, 
we believe may be found developing itself on the 
smaller scale of individual experience, and in the 
history of particular churches. We believe that 
thus we may explain in part, at least, why God 
has led his churches in California through times 
of depression and discouragement. If he has 
nipped in the bud hopes that were springing in 
our hearts, if he has bidden us contend with pov- 
erty and temporary embarassments; if he has 
given us but seldom the sight of any fruit we 
bear,—it is not, that He has deserted us; it is 
not that he has forgotten to be gracious,—not at 
all. It is that we may learn how little worth 
our strength is; how little our best efforts in 
themselves can accomplish; it is also that our 
faith may be strengthened by exercise, our love 
deepened, and our perseverance proved ; that 
thus our necessities may furnish a prevailing plea 
in prayer; our necessities become His opportu- 
nities, our weakness be made perfect by His 
strength. It is no time for desponding when in 
God's Providence we are compassed with hin- 
drances. Only know that you are in the path of 
duty, aud these are omens of good; stand still 
and see the salvation of God. Bring the church 
to Pi-IHahiroth, with the sea before her, and the 
foe behind her, and inaccessible mountain-sides 
on either band,—then it is time for God to work; 
the sea shall divide, danger shall bring deliver. 
ance, hindrance shall prove help,—Israel shall 
pass over dry-shod. *

| CORRESPONDENCE. 


Sacramento, June 12, 1855. 

Messrs. Eprtors :—The San Francisco Bap- 
tist Association met in this city at ten O clock 
on Saturday morning, in the Charch on Fourth 
street, and organized by the appointment of J. 
R. Rollinson, Esq., Moderator, and J. Pope, 
Esq., Clerk, both of San Francisco. The sever- 
al committees were appointed, church letters read 
and received, and seven new churches admitted. 
The whole number of churclies represented was 
not far from twenty. This is an association of 
churches, and not of ministers. Each church is 
entitled to send five delegates ; and one addition- 
al delegate for every twenty members. The pas- 
tor of each church having a pastor, is always 
one of the five delegates. When ballots were 
taken, there were beween 30 and 40 votes cast ; 
consequently but few of the churches could have 
have had full delegations present. 

On Saturday evening, the sermon before the 
Association was preached by the Rey. Mr. Bri- 
erly of San Francisco ; from Isaiah 42: 4. The 
audience was fair in numbers, and the sermon u 
very good one, 

On Sunday the pulpits of the various evangel- 
ical churches of the city were filled, morning and 
evening, by members of the Association. Also, 
Sunday afternoon, at 3 o'clock, the Chinese Chap- 
el was dedicated. As the writer was not pres- 
ent, he copies un account of the same from the 
Union. “One half of the house was alletted to 


the Chinese. A large number of the latter were 
present, crowding the aisles and standing on the 
outside. Mr. Shuck made a statement to the 
Americans pr esent in regard to the affairs of 
the Chapel. 

The 3d chapter of Matthew was then read by 
him in Chinese, followed by a prayer in the same 
language—the Chinese all respectfully standing 
during its delivery, and a discourse from Mat- 
thew 3: 10, which was listened to with deep at- 
tention. 


lencies of Christianity. A collection was then 
taken up, and the doxology sung in Chinese. The 
services were closed by Mr. Shuck, with a short 
prayer and benediction, in Chinese, upon tlie 
conclusion of which the audience quietly dispers- 
ed. The Chapel will comfortably seat about two 
hundred persons. It appears from the statement 
made by Mr. Shuck, that the sum of $550 is 
still due on its erection, to raise which an appeal 
is made to the liberality of the e&mmunity. 

On Monday, the regular order of business was 
resumed. The time was occupied, for the most 
part, in hearing and acting on the reports of com- 
mittees. The circular letter was read by .the 
Rev. Mr. Stone, of Nevada. 

From the report of the Committee on “Minis- 
terial Increase” it appeared that ten had been 
added the past year, to the Baptist ministry in 
this State, from the ranks of church members 
already resident in California; and that many 
more were about to take the same course, as 
these ten. 

The report adopted on the . of Temper- 
ance took strong and high ground; and the 
speeches made in connection with the same were 
bold and spirited. 

Monday evening was set apart for devotional 
exercises ; and no other matters were attended to. 

Oakland was designated as the place for the 
next meeting, and the Rev. Mr. Stone as the 
preacher. 

This morning the Association met to finish up 
its business ; and adjourned at. noon. | 

Each of the churches of this association sends 
a letter by its delegates, closing with a set of 
statistics. A digest of these letters, the circular 
letter, the written reports of committees, and the 
regular ministry, are printed in a pamphlet each 
year; the churches contributing, at the rate of 
25 cents a member, for defraying the expense of 
printing. 

It was something of a nov elty to sce such a 
body presided over by alayman. I believe the 
measure was adopted to avoid an anticipated 
difficulty ; and therefore, it may be considered to 
have worked well. 

There were more elderly men among the min- 

isters of this association, in proportion to num- 
bers, than it is common to find in assemblages of 
this sort in California. 
A good degree of interest was manifested in 
the doings of the body; and there were visitors 
and spectators, of all the meetings we were able 
to attend.

Questions and an- 
swers secmed to be independent of the text, as 
though pupils were made familiar with the facts 
and understood them, distinct from the form in 
which they were presented by the authors. Pu- 
pils were evidently impressed with one impor- 
tant truth, viz: that they knew nothing which 
they could not communicate in their own lan- 
guage. Never have I witnessed more self pos- 
session on the part of small and great, coup- 
led with more propriety and modesty. 

The system, as developed in the examination, 
seemed admirably adapted to make scholars 
think, and speak and write.

of such training. 

But the most attractive feature of the public 
exercises was the exhibition at the close. This 
vecurred last evening, in the Assembly Room of 
the old State House. Without flattery (be- 
cause it is truth) the entertainment was the best 
I have yet seen in California. Throughout 
the evening not one thing occurred to detract 
from the beauty and pleasure of the whole. The 
school appeared to fine advantage on the raised 
platform, dressed in simple white. The exercises 
consisted of music, (piano and vocal.) recitations, 
essays, dialogues, (English and French.) and the 
reading of a number of “The Wreath”-—a manu- 
script paper edited and issued in the school every 
fortnight on a sheet replete with grace and wit. 
The whole closed with “Hail Columbia,” well 
chosen for the audience, mauy of whom were oſli- 
cers of the Army and Navy and their families.

nently made that Benicia could boast of a school 
worthy of patr®nage, and that our daughters 
need not go away from the pure air and clear 
sky, and genial climate of California, either for 
the useful or the ornamental in education.

N otes of a Tour ti through a Portion of the 
| Northern Mines. 


[e ONCLUDED. | 

Leaving Dotan’s Bar and continuing our jour- 
ney up the North Fork,—rambling along the 
romantic trail,—pausing occasionally to pluck a 
boquet from the beautiful flowers and shrubbery 
through which we pass,—descending into a can- 
on and rising over a succession of hills, we reach 
the far-famed Rattlesnake Bar, one of the-oldest 
and most flourishing mining regions in Placer 
County. The cry at this spot, three years ago, 
was that “the diggings were worked out,’—yet 
a large and industrious mining population has 
steadily continued to open out and develope the 
almost inexhaustible resources of this rich region. 
Quite a large and flourishing town has sprung 
up here within a comparatively short time, and 
as the number of ditches supplying the rich pla- 
cers, have been augmenied, it has gradually con- 
tinued to increase. This place, in point of size, 
rivals Auburn, the County town of Placer, sev- 
en miles off; and it is the opinion of many that it 


surpasses that place in the amount of business 


done. The town with the euphonious name of 
the poisonous reptile which first stood sponsor to 
the bar, (alas there are too many such bars in 
California) is situated ona high bluff bank of 
the North Fork of the American, and commands 
a fine view of the surrounding scenery and min- 
ing region. A l'ost Office has been established 
at this place during the past six months, and the 
two leading California Expresses have offices, at 
this point at which they purchase a large amount 
of gold dust. A short distance below the town, 
the Sacramento Road crosses the North Fork, 
on a neat, substantial and picturesque-loeking 
bridge, the first erected on the suspension plan, 
in California. Another bridge for foot-passen- 
gers only, connects the town with a spot that ri- 
vals its neighbor on the opposite bank, both in 
the richness of its mining and the euphony of its 
name. From the enormous yield of some of the 


| shafts sunk on “Wild-Goose Flat” during the 


t few months it would almost seem that this 
ot was selected by the goose that laid the gol- 
egg, for her chosen seat. Notwithstanding 
the\\miners here labor under a difficulty, from 
which their neighbors over the way, owing to 
their abundant supply of water from ditehes, 
are exempt, yet a large quantity of gold has been 
taken out of this spot since the diggings were 
struck, which is but a comparatively short time 
since. The gold is of the best quality, and com- 
mands the highest premium, but some of the mi- 
ners here have discovered a singular anomaly in 
regard to the assay of their dust at the U .S. Mint; 
the nett returns of two parcels of dust from the 
yield of the same shaft, showing widely different 
results. This is said to have been the case in 
numerous instances, in other quarters ; partners 
in mining dividing their dust, taken from the 
same claim—the mixed proceeds of their succes- 
sive day's labors,—where no perceptible differ- 
nce was apparent, have found that the value 
affixed to each by the U. S. Assaying Offices has 
been widely different. The cause of this distrep- 
ancy we leave to others better acquainted with 
the process by which the value of precious met- 
als is ascertained, to determine. 

Taking the mountain trail across hill and val- 
ley through a rich mining and farming region,— 
the cool breath of the morning wafted from the 
fragrant atmosphere glowing around the fresh 
washed face of nature drest in her May attire fan- 
ning the cheek,—we pursue our winding way far- 
ther into the interior.
